Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

7. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ballantyne et 
al. (5,740,699). 

Ballantyne et al. Shows the claimed invention where a base (14) supports multiple 
telescoping arms (16a, b, c); one end of the telescoping arms are connected to the base 
and the other end is coupled to an end effector (12); whereby movement of the 
telescoping arms causes a movement of the end effector in plural planes.
